Hunting Seasons 
Closed Jan. 1 


FOR: PRACTICALLY “ALL PRO- 
TECTED GAME. .IN. ‘LOWER 
. PENINSULA. 


Lansing, Jan.” 1—After . midnight 
January 1, practically all hunting and 
trapping .seasons on protected -ani- 
mals and birds in the lower Peninsula | 
are closed until next fall. . 

In the upper peninsula, however, 
the rabbit season remains open until 
midnight on January 31. 

The game species: which may not 
-be hunted after todey in the lowerG 
peninsula “are rabbits, coots, ducks, 
geese; brants, and Wilson snipe. 


in’ the southern third of the State, 


~The lower peninsula. open season 
for rabbits was made a month shorter 
this fall and winter than it was -i 
1928. Long open seasons have taken 


parts of southern Michigan and it is 
hoped by the Department of Conser- 
vation that the shorter ‘season will 
conserve the rabbit stock and result 


next fall.. . 

According to repdtins the ‘fall mi- 
‘gration of ducks hasbeen somewhat 
erratic. ‘Although the’ Department,
